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THE SOLID SOUTH | 

‘A writer in the North American Review asks! 
ho.v volid the Solid South is? He answers in part’ 
by showing that the border states are not solid. The 
Solid South consists of the states in the old Confeder- | 
acy and does not include Delaware, or Maryland, | 
Tennessee, Kentucky or Missourl. From Texas to! 
Virginia the states go democratic in ail national elec-| 
tions. The democratic primary is the decisive test. 
The small number who go to the polls on election 
day has not so great a meaning. he South is solid, 
but the republican candidates do get some votes. Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina are not more reliably demo- 
cratic than some northern sates are reliably republican. 

The writer in The Review finds a reflex to 
this solidity in the increasing republican vote in some 
northern states. In eight presidential elections he 
shows that New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Ccnnec.icut, Massachusetts and Illinois have voted 
by more than fifty per cent against the democratic 
candidate, that the percentage is increasing until in 
1924 no one of these s.ates gave more than thirty per 
cent of its vote to Mr. Davis. In compact New Eng- 
land it 1s noted that in the election of 1924 Mr. Davis 
received considerably less than half as mary votes 
as Coolidge. 

‘The republican vote in the larger northern states 
is becoming greater. Even in those states which elect 
- democratic state officers, the republican nominee for 
president remains in majority figures. It is notable 
that even in the border states, which are democratic 
in staie elections, the presidential vote is often re- 
publican.
